Action over 
garden homes 


ENFORCEMENT action 
is to be taken against a 
couple renting out two 
timber buildings in their 
garden as homes - even 
though they are paying 
council tax on them. 

Members of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee agreed 
to take action over the 
unauthorised use of two timber 
built bungalows at Hill View 
Cottage, Hanchett End, 
Haverhill. 

A report to the committee 
said officers had first seen the 
property advertised for sale in 
April 2004 with the two 
bungalows for rent. 

New owners Mr and Mrs W 
Janssen moved into Hill View in 
September 2005. In June, 2009, 
one of the bungalows was 
assessed for council tax and the 
second in December, when the 
council was informed that a 
tenant was moving into one of

them. 

A letter was sent last 
December about the un¬ 
authorised change of use of the 
ancillary buildings and after a 
site visit in June, officers were 
told a planning application 
would be submitted. 

No such application had 
been received and no further 
response had been made. 

Councillors were told the 
properties were in the country¬ 
side outside of any settlement 
boundary. 

In a letter to planning 
enforcement officer Jane 
Stanley, the Janssens said they 
were surprised to receive a 
letter as they had contacted the 
council in 2009 with a view to 
letting the outbuildings, which 
had been inspected and 
banded for council tax. 

They said: “On both 
occasions we contacted the 


council in good faith, as we 
wanted to ensure that our 
actions would be appropriate 
and to council approval. 

“We sincerely apologise if we 
have done anything wrong and 
obviously we seek your advice 
about how we can obtain your 
approval. 

“As far as we are aware, these 
buildings have been in 
existence since J997 and we 
have decorated them to the 
appropriate standards. 

“The countryside has not 
been affected in any way and 
no changes have been made to 
the timber buildings. 

“It should be borne in mind 
that these buildings have been 
there for a long time and only 
decorative changes have been 
made internally. 

“They are standing in a 
secluded area of our garden, 
surrounded by high trees and 
you would not even know that 
people are living there.”

POLICE officers have told of 
residents who felt they were 
prisoners in their homes 
because of drug-dealing 
neighbours. 

A crack house closure order was 
imposed on 15 Boxford Court, 
Haverhill, late last month but 
tenant Theresa Cassar contested the 
ruling at Sudbury Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday. 

Karly McGuire, for Suffolk Police, 
told the court that a search warrant 
was executed at the property on July 
15 and a white powder substance 
was found in a cigarette packet, 
which tests later showed to be 
cocaine. 

A man also arrived at the house, 
who was found to be in possession 
of wraps of cocaine. A second 
search found another woman with 
cocaine. 

Pc Will Wright told magistrates a 
number of residents of Boxford 
Court and Marlborough Court had 
given responses to an anti-social 
behaviour questionnaire, but were 
too frightened of reprisals to give 
evidence in person. 

They said problems started when 
new tenants moved into 15 Boxford

Court and spoke of constant 
“comings and goings day and night, 
noise and fighting in the street”. 

They also saw packages, believed 
to be drugs, being exchanged for 
money in an alleyway behind the 
house. Two men, believed to live at 
number 15, were seen only a few 
minutes. 

One resident said: “It is not the 
sort of place you would walk round 
any more and definitely not after 
dark. People don’t feel safe in their 
homes any more and they want 
something done about it.” 

Pc Wright said: “They are living 
with constant fear hanging over 
them. 

“It was a hot day, but all their 
doors and windows were shut. They 
fear their homes will be broken into 
by people wanting money for drugs. 

“They have smelt cannabis 
coming from the garden of the 
property and believe drug dealing is 
going on from there. 

“I think it is a shame that people 
have to live like that. They seemed 
to be very afraid.” 

Another resident said: “We no

longer open the windows because 
of the overwhelming stench of 
cannabis fumes. 

“Children can no longer play out, 
it is not safe, with blatant drug¬ 
dealing, shouting and swearing and 
aggressive dogs.” 

Ms Cassar will present her case 
against the closure when the 
hearing resumes on Thursday, 
August 19.

Gates’ brass 
balls stolen

COUNCILLORS and 
traders have been left fum¬ 
ing after brass balls were 
removed from a unique 
new set of gates only three 
weeks after they were 
installed. 

Pupils from several local 
schools were involved in a project 
to create new gates for either end 
of Queen Street in Haverhill, to 
be shut when it is closed to 
traffic. 

They designed leaf shaped 
metal gates, which were made by 
a local company and pupils 
screwed on the brass balls on the 
top to finish off the gates at the 
opening event on Friday, fuly 16. 

Earlier last week one of balls 
was removed, but by Saturday 
morning only two remained. 

Cllr Karen Richardson, who led 
the project for St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council to create the 
gates, said: “We are devastated, I 
cannot believe people would do 
this.” 

Cllr Anne Gower, a borough

and county councillor, said she 
hoped CCTV cameras might have 
caught the culprits and urged 
anyone with information to come 
forward and help catch those 
responsible. 

She said: “I cannot tell you how 
depressed I am about it, it 
absolutely shook me to the core 
when I saw them. 


“This was a community project 
that involved the young people 
and the traders. It is art work, 
which is subjective, you will 
either like them or hate them, but 
they are something unique for 
the town. Surely that is a good 
thing. 

“I just don’t know what moti¬ 
vates people to do things like 
this, I am very cross and upset. It 
just lets everyone down who is 
working hard to make Haverhill a 
better place. 

“What kind of message does it 
send out, does everything we 
have in this town have to be 
nailed down? 

“I am very disappointed and 
unhappy about it. If the person 
who is responsible reads this I 
would like them to ring me up 
and just tell me why they did it.” 

A council spokesperson said: 
“All the ball finials will now be 
removed and permanently 
welded on to the gates. This is an 
irreversible measure and one that 
in construction terms we would 
have preferred not to take but 
now seems necessary. It is very 
disappointing that the art work 
developed by local young people 
has been treated in such a 
thoughtless way.”

Police 
improve 
in every 
area 

FIGURES show high 
levels of satisfaction 
with the service pro¬ 
vided by Suffolk 
police, with improve¬ 
ments in every area. 

The results are 
part of a continuing 
survey to assess ‘user 
satisfaction’ with the 
police. 

Members of the 
public are asked 
questions in relation 
to the ease with 
which they could 
make contact, the 
police action they 
received, the follow¬ 
up to their initial 
contact, the treat¬ 
ment they received 
from police and the 
experience as a 
whole. 

Suffolk police 
improved across all 
these areas, com¬ 
pared to the previous 
rolling 12-month 
period. 

The percentage of 
people who were 
satisfied with how 
police had ‘followed 
up’ their concerns 
after the initial 
dealings, was up by 
4.2 per cent to 76 per 
cent, making Suffolk 
joint top of the forces 
in their most similar 
group. 

The force also 
introduced the ‘inci¬ 
dent reference card’ 
or ‘yellow card’ in 
June, a card that is 
given to victims and 
witnesses of crime. 
Initial results from 
the yellow card were 
very positive, with 
359 cards received, 
showing 88.4 per 
cent of responders 
felt they were treated 
with fairness, dignity 
and respect, 87.4 per 
cent felt they were 
provided with a 
satisfactory level of 
service and 84.2 per 
cent were reassured 
by the actions taken 
by the officer. 

Temporary Assis¬ 
tant Chief Constable 
Stewart Gull said, 
“We want our com¬ 
munities to feel con¬ 
fident in their local 
police force, and we 
can achieve this by 
ensuring that fair, 
respectful and effi¬ 
cient treatment is at 
the core of our ser¬ 
vice. 

“Good customer 
service is essential in 
providing policing 
that our commun¬ 
ities trust in and 
respect, and we are 
introducing a new 
training package this 
year to help reinforce 
the importance of 
this to all frontline 
staff.”

The court heard that the 
two had mistakenly believed 
Daniel Wilson was a man 
called Jordon Robinson, a 
former partner of David 
Smith’s daughter Leanne, 
who he thought was mis¬ 
treating her. 

In fact the step-brother of 


Jordon Robinson had lived at 
the house, but had no 
involvement with the two 
men. 

Daniel Wilson was a 
complete stranger to them. 

Appearing before Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates, the 
pair were told they were 
lucking to escape an 
immediate custodial 
sentence, with David Smith 
ordered to pay their victim 
£300 compensation and 
Steven Smith £100. 

David Smith was given a 
12-week prison sentence, 
suspended for two years and 
12 months supervision. 

Steven Smith was made the 
subject of a community order 
for one year and ordered to 


do 160 hours of unpaid work. 

A restraining order was 
made on both men, that they 
should not contact Danny 
Wilson, Jordon Robinson or 
Wayne Robinson. 

Alan Humphreys, 

chairman of the bench, said: 
“This was an appalling matter 
which we take very seriously. 

Your attack was very 
violent, unprovoked and over 
a sustained period on an 
entirely innocent victim. 

“We consider these 
offences to be so serious that 
our only option is to sentence 
you to custody, but we are 
prepared to suspend that 
sentence. 

“We don’t want to see 
either of you here ever again.”

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A girl’s best friend helped 
inspire a fresh start in life

Emma Robinson’s dog Wilson was an incredible source of 
comfort after she lost her husband Paul to cancer. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN 


L YING flat on his 
back, all four 
golden paws in 
the air, Wilson the 
cocker spaniel is a 
picture of 
contentment. 

Looking down at her 
adored dog, owner Emma 
Robinson can’t help 
smiling. 

“He’s part cocker 
spaniel, part human that 
one,” she says. “He’s such 
a character. And I can’t 
tell you how brilliant he’s 
been.” 

The last few years have 
been tough for Emma. 
First she lost her mum to 
cancer and then, just 
three weeks before they 
were due to marry, her 
fiance Paul was 
diagnosed with cancer 
too: told it was terminal, 
he was given a year to 
live. 

Tragically, Paul lost his 
battle with the disease in 
the autumn of 2008; the 
couple had been married 
just nine months. 

“It took me about six 
years to persuade Paul to 
get a dog. I’ve always 


loved dogs and he was 
convinced a puppy would 
get more attention than 
him,” laughs Emma, 31. 

“In the end I just 
phoned a breeder. But, 
from the moment he 
arrived, Paul loved 
Wilson. And Wilson was 
amazing when he was ill: 
he never once jumped on 
him; he was really 
gentle.” 

Emma, who lives in Ely, 
says losing Paul really 
changed her perspective 
on life. Before he fell ill, 
she worked in sales. “It 
was a very target-driven 
job, it was all about sales 
figures and reports,” she 
explains. “When he died I 
realised that’s not what I 
wanted any more, that 
other things were more 
important - like doing a 
job which makes me 
happy.” 

As a cocker spaniel, 
with lovely curly gold 
locks, Wilson needs 
regular haircuts. “I took 
him to various places, but 
I could never get it done 
quite the way I like it,” 
explains Emma, who 
prefers, for example, to 


leave Wilson’s whimsical 
long eyebrows 
untrimmed; they are, she 
says, part of his character. 

“I’d always wanted to 
work with dogs - I’ve 
always adored them - so 
training as a groomer 
seemed a good idea,” says 
Emma. “As soon as I 
started the course, I knew 
it was the right job for 
me. 

“Dogs give humans so 
much love, unconditional 
love; it’s really nice to be 
able to give some of that 
love back. Some dogs, 
especially the ones with 
long coats, come in with 
dirty, matted fur - but 
they leave looking and 
feeling like puppies 
again.” 

Training at the College 
of West Anglia in Milton, 
Emma completed her 
first NVQ course - which 
normally takes a year - in 
just six months; going on 
to do a higher 
qualification straight 
away, she was crowned 
Student of the Year by her 
tutors. 

She launched her own 
business, kitting out a

special dog grooming 
salon at her Ely home, 
this summer. Called 
Handsome Hounds, it 
offers everything from 
scissoring and hand¬ 
stripping to nail clipping. 

“I was brought up with 
dogs,” Emma continues. 
“The first one I 
remember was a Springer 
called Tina; then we had 
a Labrador - he was my 
best friend in the whole 
world.” 

Climbing up onto his 
mum’s lap, Wilson settles 
down for a snooze; 
laughing again, Emma 
admits he has ‘a really 
hard life’. 

“When Paul was in 
hospital, and then after 
he died, it would have 
been awful to come 
home to an empty 
house,” she adds. 

“But I knew Wilson was 
waiting here - and would 
be really pleased to see 
me.” 

In the summer of 2007, 
after suffering from 
bouts of excruciating 
heartburn and stomach 
ache, Paul was found to 
have a secondary growth 
in his liver. Tests showed 


it was the result of a rare 
and fast-moving 
carcinoma; the primary 
cancer was never found. 

“I can remember 
seeing other young 
couples in the street and 
feeling so angry,” says 
Emma. “To me, it always 
seemed they were 
planning their future: I 
thought ‘How can they 
plan forever, when Paul 
and I can’t even plan 
tomorrow?’...” 
Undergoing aggressive 
chemo, Paul seemed to 
rally. But then doctors 
said the medication had 
ceased to work. 

Opting to end 
treatment, Paul died 
within a matter of weeks. 

“He was amazing. I 
know he hid a lot from 
me to protect me, but I 
think I was the one who 
couldn’t accept it,” 
admits Emma. “On the 
Sunday he sat with all the 
family and had a roast 
dinner; it was almost like 
normal. He died on the 
Tuesday.” 

Paul had planned his 
Humanist funeral: the 
soundtrack included ‘lots 
of Bob Marley, including 


Don’t Worry, Be Happy’. It 
was after that, 
remembers Emma, that 
reality bit. 

“I’d left my job to look 
after Paul; I just wanted 
to be with him,” she says. 
“Caring for him had been 
my whole purpose in life 

Thanks to her new 
career and, says Emma, 
meeting a ‘really lovely’ 
new partner, she is now 
able to look to the future. 
“When Paul was ill I 
remember my dad saying 
‘Something good always 
comes out of a bad 
situation’,” she continues. 

“At the time I didn’t 
want to hear it: I didn’t 
want to be in the bad 
situation in the first 
place. But going through 
all that really has pushed 
me to live my life to the 
full, do all the things I 
want to do. 

“I want to do lots of 
travelling: I want to do it 
for Paul, for my mum, for 
me and for my new 
partner. I want to carry 
on working with dogs. 
And, more than 
anything, I want to be 
happy...”

I MOVING HOME !

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
T) unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

f] Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Wayne Ablett, prosec¬ 
uting, said an ambulance 
was called to Pentlow 
Hawk Close in Haverhill, in 
May, to a report that a man 
had collapsed. 

They found the defen¬ 
dant, who appeared to be 
highly under the influence 
of alcohol.

They tried to get him 
into the ambulance to 
carry out checks, but when 
he got within an arms 
length of the woman, he 
touched her twice in her 
groin area, over her clothes. 
She told him to stop, or she 
would call the police. 

They continued checks 
inside the ambulance, but 
Dziuba became aggressive 
after they refused to give 
him a lift home. 

He swore at police and 
went round to the side of 
the ambulance where the 
woman was sitting inside, 
making sexual gestures and 
licking the window. After a 
scuffle he ran away, but 
was arrested later. 

Magistrates made him 
the subject of a community 
order, including super¬ 
vision and a six-month 
alcohol treatment order. 

Chairman Alan Humph¬ 
reys said: “This is a most 


serious matter and one 
that could rightly have led 
you to a sentence of 
custody. 

“However, we feel this 
was not a characteristic 
action, and while it is no 
excuse, you were drunk at 
the time. We have also 
taken into account your 
youth and immaturity.” 

Mark Thompson, for 
Dziuba, who was also 
ordered to sign the sex 
offenders’ register, said it 
was clearly a very un¬ 
savoury incident and his 
client knew what could 
happen to him. 

He had been very drunk 
and had no recollection of 
the incident. He was very 
embarrassed and contrite 
about the offence and 
realised he was drinking 
too much. 

He hoped to return to 
Poland, where his family 
were particularly unhappy 
with him because of the 
incident.

Man gave himself 
up after kicking door 

A MAN gave himself up to the 
police after kicking in the door at 
his girlfriend’s home. 

Paul Walsh, 22, walked to Haverhill 
police station after the incident at 
Wellum Close, a court heard. 
Walsh, of Chauntry Road, 

Haverhill, admitted using violence 
to enter premises and was given a 
conditional discharge for 12 
months by magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds. 

He was also ordered to pay £50 
compensation for the damage to 
the door of the rented house and 
£85 prosecution costs. 

Nikki Miller, prosecuting, said 
Walsh had walked out of the house 
“on bad terms” on July 30 after an 
argument in which his girlfriend 
complained that he was not at 
work. 

At around 6.30pm he let himself 
into the house and had a bath. She 
left the house with their 20-month- 
old son. 

But she returned later when he had 
left and double locked the front 
door leaving the key in it on the 
inside so that he could not get in 
again. 

Walsh returned about 12.20am on 
July 31 and phoned her when he 
found he could not get in. She 
refused to unlock the door and he 
kicked it open. 

He verbally abused her and she 
called the police. He then walked 
off and waited for police to arrest 
him at the police station. 

Claire Lockwood, mitigating, said 
Walsh had shown remorse for the 
incident by immediately giving 
himself up to the police. 

She said Walsh, who had now 
moved back to his mother’s home, 
had also offered to pay for the 
damage to the door. 


A COUPLE concerned 
about an overgrown 
garden next door to 
their home say work 
had been done since 
their story was featured 
in the Weekly News. 

Hamish and Emma 
Haughley even made a 
YouTube video as part of their 
campaign to get something 
done about the house, which 
had been empty for at least 
five years, and its overgrown 
garden damaging their 
property. 

The couple, who have lived 
in their house in Withersfield 
Road, Haverhill, for four and a 
half years, had never seen 
anyone go in or out of the 
house. 

They had spent a weekend 
each year cutting back 
brambles and bushes growing 
over into their garden and 
feared the chimney stack 
could be unstable. 

Their attempts to trace the 
owner had been unsuccessful, 
and their plight was revealed 
in the Weekly News on July 8. 

Hamish said: “After you 
printed the story, and linked 
to the Youtube video, things 
really started to happen. The 
Youtube video received over 
300 views and shortly 


afterwards, we heard from the 
son of the owner of the 
property saying that he would 
take care of the situation. 

“Also, Anne Gower of St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council got involved and has 
been incredibly helpful and 
proactive in pushing things 
forward. 

“The various departments 
at St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council certainly seemed to 
want it made clear that this 
kind of neglect isn’t taken 
lightly. 


“As a result, the garden has 
now been completely cut 
back and the property put on 
the market. 

“There is now a ‘sold’ sign 
outside, and we believe a 
local builder is buying the 
property with a view to a very 
quick turnaround on 
refurbishment and then 
selling or renting. 

“We can’t begin to tell you 
how great this news is, and 
would like to thank you for 
drawing attention to our 
problem.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Talk takes off with plane speaker 


A MAN with a passion for 
the Shuttleworth historic 
aircraft collection was the 
speaker at the Haverhill 
U3A group meeting. 

Alan Reed began his talk, 
Time Flies at Old Walden, 
with the sound of a Second 
World War Spitfire filling 
the hall at Haverhill Arts 
Centre during an intro¬ 
duction video to a set of 
still and moving pictures of 
aircraft permanently on 
display at Old Walden, 
dating back to 1909.

Mr Reed is an active vol¬ 
unteer at the Shuttleworth 
Collection, a charitable 
trust, and was keen to show 
how the wooden and linen 
components were hand¬ 
crafted into many of the 
flimsy flying machines on 
display, powered with a 
mixture of petrol and 
castor oil.

KNIGHT AND DAY (12A, 109 mins) 
Action/Comedy/Romance. Tom Cruise, Cameron 
Diaz, Peter Sarsgaard, Jordi Molla, Paul Dano, 
Maggie Grace, Marc Blucas. Director: James 
Mangold. 

TOM Cruise and Cameron Diaz have starred in some of the 
most financially successful and critically acclaimed films of 
the past 25 years, collecting numerous awards for their 
efforts. 

Yet put these two Hollywood superstars in the same 
camera shot and the results are lacklustre to say the least. 
Their first collaboration, Vanilla Sky, an English language 
remake of the clever Spanish thriller Abre Los Ojos (Open 
Your Eyes), was confusing, illogical and uninvolving, and 
lacked the style and intelligence of Alejandro Amenabar’s 
original film. 

Now these two talented actors reunite for James Mangold’s 
fast-paced action comedy that has lots of crash, bang but 
almost no emotional wallop. 

There is a seed of a good idea in Patrick O’Neill’s 
screenplay, but the actor turned writer doesn’t yet have the 
experience to knit together the comedy and action elements 
into a fluid and coherent narrative. 

Screen chemistry between the leads never catches fire, 
even when entire buildings are exploding around them. 

June Havens (Diaz) is an unassuming Midwestern gal, who 
is in the wrong place at the wrong time. 

Boarding a flight bound for Boston, June is unexpectedly 
caught in the crossfire of a mid-air shoot out between 
paranoid government agent Roy Miller (Cruise) and gun- 
toting assassins. 

“I shot the first pilot, he shot the second... it’s just one of 
those things,” smirks Roy nervously. 

June wakes the next morning, in her bed, believing that her 
high altitude adventure was nothing more than a bad 



dream, only for Miller to abduct her from a diner in front of 
would-be suitor, Rodney (Blucas). 

The young woman is now marked for death and must 
quickly learn the tricks of the spy trade to stay alive and 
avoid an early grave at the hands of Antonio (Molla) and his 
henchmen. 

Meanwhile, CIA director Isabel George (Davis) and Agent 
Fitzgerald (Sarsgaard) try to persuade June that Roy is a 
rogue spy who must be stopped before he hands a newly 
discovered perpetual energy source to US enemies. 

Knight And Day gallops across the globe from Boston to 
Salzburg and finally to Seville for a spectacular finale during 
a bull run. 

Cruise limbers up for the physical demands of Mission: 
Impossible IV, scheduled for release next summer, with a 
series of bruising stunt sequences and Diaz gets battered 
too behind the wheel of a car in the centrepiece chase. 
However, it’s hard to muster concern about Roy and June 
when the screenplay pays such scant attention to character 
development. 

Myriad villains are cardboard cut-outs. 

The twist is heavily signposted and the lead stars seem to 
be bulletproof when lesser mortals would be riddled with 
bullets and bound for the mortuary slab.

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GARDENING 


Stunning gardens 
in austere times 


A s hard times 
continue, with 
more cutbacks 
and job losses on the 
cards, many people are 
still tightening their 
belts - but there are easy 
ways to save money on 
gardening. 

So says celebrity gardener 
Chris Beardshaw, who insists 
you don’t have to buy loads of 
new plants, liquid fertilisers 
and bug killers to enjoy a rich 
and bountiful garden. 

At the recent Tatton Park 
Show in Cheshire, many 
gardens demonstrated more 
austerity measures and still 
looked stunning, says Chris, a 
regular on BBC Gardeners’ 
World. “A lot of the processes 
are so simple. 

“To save money, sow your 
own seed from hardy annuals 
in autumn to cover areas of 
bare or cultivated ground. If 
you go to nurseries or garden 
centres in autumn they are 
selling off some of the seed 
stock cheaper which was 
designed for spring.

“It still has huge viability, so 
you are going to get good 
germination rates at a fraction 
of the price. By spring the 
plants are starting to flower. 

“Nigellas and calendulas 
and digitalis create a 
wonderful floral tapestry. You 
can get several square metres 
covered for just a few pounds.” 
He says communities of 
gardeners should get together 
to swap plants, seeds and tips. 

“Herbaceous perennials 
revel in the opportunity to be 
lifted and divided. It 
reinvigorates them. Most of us 
have geriatric herbaceous 
perennials that would 
welcome being divided up 
and passed on to other 
gardeners and suddenly you 


have plants for free. 

“Wild geraniums, 
heucheras, alchemillas and 
many herbs such as mint and 
thyme can all be easily lifted 
with a garden fork, sliced 
through with an old bread 
knife and half of it plunged 
back in the ground where it 
was. The plants and the 
gardeners benefit.” 

As summer progresses, you 
can collect seeds from many 
plants. Place a brown paper 
bag over the heads of oriental 
poppies, securing it with an 
elastic band, and when the 
seeds start to rattle cut off the 
stem and turn it upside down, 
hanging it in a cool, dry place, 
to let the seed dry. 

Soon, you’ll have thousands 
of seeds from one poppy head. 
Do the same with digitalis. 

If you have a wild area with 
such weeds as nettle and 
comfrey, you can also make 
liquid feed which will be just 
as effective as any chemical 
product you might find in a 
garden centre, he says. 

“People spend far too much 
money on food for their 
plants,” says Chris. “We reach 



too readily for artificial 
fertilisers. 

“If you are growing plants 
like comfrey or you have an 
area of the garden where 
nettles grow, you can create 
comfrey and nettle tea just by 
harvesting the plants, filling a 
bucket with fresh leaves, 
pouring over hot water and 
topping it with cold water and 
then letting it steep for about a 
week, straining off the 
sediment. The liquid can then 
be watered straight on to 


tomatoes. It’s as good a 
tomato food as anything 
you’re likely to buy in a shop.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH- 
Crocosmia 

just as the spectacular 
blooms in the midsummer 
border start to fade, the fiery 
flowers of brilliant crocosmias 
appear at the end of dramatic, 
sword-like green leaves. 

In my own garden, the 
spikes of C. ’Lucifer', a sizzling 
red variety, stand majestic 
next to burnt orange 


helenium creating a striking 
clash of hot colours. 

Crocosmias provide the 
focal point and architectural 
interest in borders and are 
available in yellows, oranges 
and reds. 

Plant corms in spring and 
cover with a dry mulch in 
winter. Other good varieties 
include C. x crocosmiiflora 
‘Emily McKenzie’, with its 
bright orange flowers, while 
‘Lady Hamilton’ has golden 
blooms.
